President Hen* stated the object of 
the meeting, announcing th e fact th at 
certain newspaper printing had been 
given to the W eakly T ribune through 
the special session which had been 
held on Wednesday night last, and 
th a t th e present meeting was called 
for th e purpose of reconsidering th at 
action, or taking such measures on the 
subject as the members thought wise 
or exiiedlent. 
I Ie further stated that, 
as per contract with the council now 
in existence, made on May *, 1894, the 
N kav* R e v ie w was legally entitled to 
all legal new*paj>er printing given out 
by said council: th a t tin* nuance com­ 
m ittee had recommended that the 
N ews R ev iew 
should 
have 
said 
printing during Hie year, and th at 
each arid every m em ber of council had 
voted th a t the action of the nuance 
com m ittee should tx* adopted, and 
th a t th e m inutes of council of May 8, 
IMW. showed this to tie true, beyond 
th e question of a doubt: th a t the 
N ews R ev ie w undoubtedly had the 
right to publish th e clerk’s report in 
its columns aud could undoubtedly 
collect the am o un t of SO cents per 
square for so doing. 
Member Owen then took the floor 
and attem pted to show that there was 
no lim it to the tame tile N ew s Lr* 


v ie w was to publish said legal print­ 
ing, asserting that, a-* per the m in ­ 
utes read, it could he cancelled at 
once or m ight run for 25 years. 
President Berg ruled that precedent 
controlled the m atter, and th a t the 
distinct understanding was th a t said 
p r i n t ing should he done to the life 
l i m i t of the council which lied taken 
action on the matter. 
Member 
K ent 
argued 
th a t the 
N e w s R e v ie w contract had been ren­ 
dered null and void by the proprietors 
entering Into a bld. 
Member Marshall knocked the u n­ 
der-pinning away from K e n t’s struc­ 
ture, asserting that there was no ques­ 
tion as to the rig ht of Hie N ew s Kb 
view to publish Hie report, in full, 
since council had given it to th e news­ 
papers by action of Wednesday night 
last; th a t it was certainly legal print­ 
ing. 
He 
further 
stated 
th a t the 
Tribune, bv said action, had the right 
to publish the report and could collect 
for so doing. He alluded to the clerk’s 
report, and said: 
“( .crtHinly, gentle­ 
men,you wouldn't a ttem p t to say th a t 
the clerk's report or the doings of the 
council does not come under the head 
of legal printing.

Member Hornell suggested that a 
good way out of the present mess 
would be for Hie newspaper men pres­ 
ent to get together and divide be­ 
tween th e three, but no move was 
made in this direction.

present smiled 
audibly. 
Member Kent then attem pted w it­ 
ticisms, amid silence so intense that 
you could have heard a four story 
brick house fall down.
